POEMS OF THE AVAR YEARS. Edited by Maurice Wollman. (Mac- 

millcn. 27.'5 pncc.-;, $3.00). 

Frorn the poetry of a Canadian wo come to on anthology of verse 
published by British authors, between September 1030 and the end of 
1046. Maurice WoUman hns included jclLctinns from a hundred or so 
poets and prefaced them with an excellent introduction. The catholicity 
of choice and and admirable arrangement of the poems should add 
Breally to the enjoyment of the reader. 

All the poems have been influenced directly or indirectly by the 
war; some arc escapist, others are concerned with the actual business 
of war, with the tragedy of death, of partini;, and of the transience of 
youth, from which the poets "have created a world of compassion and 
dignity. They derive more from the unutterable pity of war articulated 
first by Wilfred Owen than from the ijlory voiced by Rupert Brooke. 

Together with poets whose reputations were established prior to 
1030 are to be found many new writers, several of whose careers were 
brought to a sudden halt by the war. The loss to British poetry of Sidney 
Kcyes, Alun Lewis, Richard Spender and others is incnlculabe, and, If 
I may differ with Mr. Wollman, comparable to the loss of Rupert Brooke,

CANADIAN SHORT STORIES gives promise of 
high listening value. Next on this series, now heard 
at 8.45 p.m., Friday, on CBC Trans-Canada, will be 
'The Gift'. This is an original short story for radio 
written by Irene Steeper of London, Ont. Miss Sleep- 
er's work has appeared in Canadian and American 
periodicals for many years, but this is her first story 
written spccllically for radio and for this program. 
Canadian Short Stories tries to avoid the popular for- 
mula or pattern story, being intended rather as a vehi- 
cle for creative writing for radio.. 

Many people who wish to listen to symphony find 
that they are busy at the time a certain program Is 
aired.

MVSSIUM. A New Book of Verse. «y Albert .\orman Lcvlnc. 

This little volume of poetry is of particular interest to the students 
of McGIII as its author is a graduate of the University who is now 
worklnR upon his master's tliesis here. Readers should not be un- 
familiar with his verse which has been published in Forge, and read 
over the C.B.C. 

He Is a lyric poet of r.real scnntivily, one who hi>s dr.wn mucli 
from his experiences in the late war. Of tlic airman he writes: 
White scarf, clean shirt, black tie, 
■you know the proper way to die. 

There is a constant awareness of the ephemerality of life imposing 
itself upon a passionate desire to live. This gives an intensity to his 
poems, and a deep feeling for the beauty of familiar things. 

He eschcw.s regular verse forms and writes in patlorncd free verse, 
eminently suited to ills subjects, and l:is lines liave poise and rhytlimic 
beauty. 

And roundabout there were the children 
Tired children 
Herding together. ■ 
The clever fusing of the words round and obout brings with it an 

inevitable association with children. 

His diction is never stale or facile, but having a feeling for words 
he can mould them into pictures that arc at once rich and satisfying: 
The fisherman alone, thinks with his left hand. 
His imarîcry is funetional and not used as alijebra or for its own 
sake but to clarify a picture and express ideas witli more concentration 
and more shock than If they were expressed baldly and. explicitly. 
There is this description of a bomb explosion: . 

Ahead, the drabby g^cy turned to crimson 
A dying horse reared itself up 
Hesitated, and then gracefully. 
Turned over on its back, a sheet of red flame. 
This would surely delight Ezra Poimd himself. 
The last poem in the book, Tlie Days of Blowing Smoke RiiiRs, has 
a mood of contemplation and self-examination ond the final lines pose 
a problem: 

But drugged and deafened by 
the awakening screams of life's cpiintry clown 
And exhausted by routine, responsibility 
by selfishness and want of depth 
Shall we be able to look into wanton mirrors 
and for the first time see ourselves,
